To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Printon  and  Walton  Urban  District  Council = 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Printon  and 
Walton  for  the  year  1965»  The  Report  includes  that  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  sam.e  period.  The  state 
of  the  public  health  in  the  district  remains  satisfactory  as 
in  previous  years. 

There  were  I6I  cases  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
year  under  review  including  145  cases  of  measles.  No  cases 
of  food-poisoning  were  recorded,  which  in  some  measure  reflect 
the  zeal  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  in  maintaining  a 
careful  watch  on  the  nmerous  food  premises  in  the  district,  a 
matter  vHiich  is  referred  to  elsewhere  in  the  Report. 

The  birth  rate  remains  about  the  same  at  16,4  as  does 
the  death  rate  at  10.2,  both  a little  belov;  the  national  rate. 
Turning  to  the  specific  cause  of  death,  cases  of  cancer  show  a 
decrease  at  40  in  number,  seven  less  than  last  year,  but  cases 
of  cerebral  haemorrhage  show  quite  an  increase  at  42  instead 
of  25,  and  there  is  a corresponding  increase  in  heart  disease. 
This,  no  doubt,  indicates  the  increasing  n-umber  of  old  people 
who  are  coming  to  live  in  the  district.  There  was  one 
death  from  Tuberculosis. 

Attendance  at  the  County  Clinics  continues  at  a 
satisfactory  scale,  and  there  has  been  a marked  increase  in 
the  number  of  infants  attending  for  vaccination  against  small- 
pox. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity  throughout  the  year,  and  it  appears  that  a saving  of 
some  tv/enty  million  gallons  has  been  achieved  through 
restrictions  on  the  use  of  water  for  garden  and  car  ’washing 
purposes.  Details  of  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses 
of  the  water  are  given  elsewhere  in  the  Report. 
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The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Staff  continues  to 
expand,  particularly  that  part  of  their  duty  relating  to  the 
administration  of  Council  house  tenants,  which  includes 
welfare  v/ork  and  tenancy  allocations.  This  inevitably 
encroaches  on  the  time  available  for  public  health  work.  Some 
concern  must  also  be  expressed  about  the  manner,  in  which  the 
growth  of  catering  businesses  in  Walton  has  outstripped  their 
capacity  for  physical  expansion.  This  has  resulted  in  some 
deterioration  of  hygiene  standards,  which  places  an  additional 
load  of  responsibility  on  the  Public  Health  Staff  who  are 
already  fully  committed.  Eventually,  no  doubt,  redevelopment 
of  Walton  Town  Centre  will  help  to  solve  this  problem. 

Considerable  nuisance  to  occupiers  of  commercial 
properties  in  Connaught  Avenue  by  pigeon  infestation  has 
occurred  during  the  year.  It  is  unfortunate  in  this  connexion 
that  public  sentiment  has  prevented  the  Council  from 
implementing  its  pov/ers  under  Section  74  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1961.  This  is  a national  problem  that  can  only  be  solved 
by  united  effort,  and  the  development  of  a more  realistic 
attitude  by  the  public  at  large. 

In  conclusion,  I 'would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year  and  to  the 
Staff  of  the  Pviblic  Health  Department  my  thanks  for  their 
excellent  work.

During  1965?  a total  quantity  of  207.863  million 
gallons  of  water  was  supplied  to  the  Urban  District  by  the 
Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company,  from  their  Dedham  Pumping 
Station  with  some  assistance  during  the  summer  peak  period 
from  subsidiary  sources  at  Lawford»  This  figure  gives  an 
average  daily  consumption  of  O.569  million  gallons,  with  a 
peak  of  O0765  million  gallons  per  day. 

Domestic  consumption  was  175*982  million  gallons,  an 
average  daily  consimiption  of  O.482  million  gallons.  The  total 
amount  taken  through  trade  meters  was  31.881  million  gallons, 
an  average  daily  consumption  of  0,087  million  gallons. 

Domestic  and  trade  connections  to  the  Company's  mains, 
totalled  152, 

Approximately  931  yards  of  new  mains  of  3"?  4” 5 6" 
and  9"  diameter  were  laid  in  the  Printon  and  Walton  Urban 
District  during  the  year.

REMARKS 

These  samples  are  practically  clear  and  bright  in 
appearance  have  a reaction  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality 
and  are  free  from  metals  apart  from  a minute  trace  of  iron. 

The  water  is  hard  in  character  hut  its  hardness  and  its  content 
of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not 
excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of  organic 
quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a water  which  is  pure 
and  vdiolesome  in  character  and  suitable  for  public  supply 
purposes . 

All  samples  v/ere  analysed  by  the  Counties  Public 
Health  Laboratories. 


The  Laboratory  reported  satisfactory  bacteriological 
findings  on  samples  of  the  mairs  water,  obtained  from  time  to 
time  during  the  year  by  your  Public  Health  Officers,  from 
points  covering  all  parts  of  the  Urban  District. 

The  private  water  supply  to  the  Village  of  Kirby-le- 
Soken,  continued  to  be  satisfactory  in  both  quality  and 
quantity.  Only  a fev/  houses  in  the  Village  rely  on  this 
supply  for  drinking  and  domestic  piirposes,  but  the  mains  v/ater 
is  available  should  it  ever  be  required. 
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Private  wells  supply  some  19  houses  in  the  rural 
parts  of  the  area  with  water.  The  water  is  of  doubtful 
quality  in  the  case  of  4 wells 5 and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
informal  action  was  commenced  to  secure  mains  water 
connections  to  the  affected  properties  involving  the  laying  of 
a long  length  of  service  mains.

Flooding  of  sev/ers  occurred  at  times  of  intensive 
rainfall  at  the  jvinction  of  Walton  Road  and  Hervilly  Way,  and 
near  the  Walton  Pumping  Station,  and  emergency  measures  had 
to  be  taken  to  deal  with  the  difficulties. 

The  section  of  the  main  sev/erage  scheme  which 
includes  the  construction  of  a new  sewage  disposal  works  at 
the  Raze  End  of  Walton,  should  be  commenced  in  1966.

There  v/ere  no  difficulties  dirring  1965  in  respect  of 
the  sale  of  ice-cream  hy  the  84  registered  vendors.  Pre- 
packed ice-cream  only  was  sold.  Premises  wore  inspected  from 
time  to  time  and  vendors  advised  of  any  improvements 
considered  necessary  to  buildings,  plant,  storage  and  handling 
arrangements.  Laboratory  investigations  of  ice-cream  samples 
are  reported  on  Page  9, 


BAKEHOUSES 

Regular  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  bakehouses. 
At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  5 premises  on  the  register. 
Bread  and  confectionery  baking  is  carried  out  at  3 of  the 
premises,  and  flour  confectionery  only  produced  at  the 
remaining  2 establishments. 

The  capacity  of  two  bakeries  is  being  outgrovra  by 
expanding  businesses  and,  as  reported  last  year,  the  need  is 
becoming  more  urgent  for  the  provision  in  less  congested 
areas  of  larger  premises  constructed  and  equipped  on  modern 
linos.  This  is  necessary  not  only  to  adequately  accommodate 
the  businesses  and  to  secure  improved  staff  working 
conditions,  but  to  ensure  the  maintenance  at  all  times  of  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene.  Managements  have  been 
approached  in  this  matter. 

POOL  HYGIME 

Although  there  has  been  a general  advance  in  the 
standard  of  food  liygiene,  conditions  at  some  food  promises 
cannot  alv/ays  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  and  applies 
particularly  to  the  seasonal  period,  when  there  is 
substantial  increase  in  the  population.  Inadequate  space  and 
cramped  v/orking  conditions  are  nearly  always  present  in 
premises  converted  or  adapted  as  foodshops  and  catering 
premises,  and  these  conditions  have  been  found  to  interfere 
v/ith  the  adequate  hygienic  maintenace  of  premises,  and  some 
times  plant  and  equipment,  Laboue?  problems  are  also 
involved,  and  not  all  managements  appear  to  exercise  full 
responsibility  for  the  implementation  of  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations.  During  the  year,  every  opportunity  was  again 
taken  to  remind  managements  and  staffs  of  food  premises  of  the 
importance  of  personal  hygiene  in  handling  foodstuffs,  and 
the  adequate  cleansing  of  equipment  and  plant.

HEFUSB  COLLECTIOI-I 

Satisfactory  arrangemonts  for  the  regular  'vveekly 
collection  of  domestic  refuse  from  all  dwellings  were 
continued  during  19^5 f three  modern  refuse  collection 
vehicles  being  engaged  in  the  work.  The  removal  of  trade 
refuse  v;as  undertaken  by  arrangement,  and  additional 
collections  of  refuse  made  during  the  season  from  hotels, 
restaurants  and  caravan  sites. 

Income  from  all  sources  in  respect  of  refuse 
collection,  removal  and  disposal,  amounted  to  £779 • 

An  order  has  been  placed  for  a new  large  capacity 
refuse  collection  vehicle  fitted  with  a rear  refuse 
compaction  device.  Delivery  of  the  vehicle  is  expected  in 
April,  19660 

In  addition  to  house  and  trade  refuse,  some  69  loads 
of  reject  furniture  and  bulky  household  and  other  articles 
were  removed  and  disposed  of  by  the  Council,  at  the  request 
of  occupiers  of  premises  who  paid  for  the  service. 

A fev/  derelict  motor  cars  were  removed  and  disposed 
of,  but  there  are  clear  indications  of  future  difficulties  in 
this  matter  unless  disposal  facilities  within  a reasonable 
distance  of  the  District  are  made  available. 

Some  117  defective  dustbins  at  dv/elling-houses  were 
replaced  by  new  bins  under  the  Council's  Domestic  Dustbins 
Scheme.  At  the  request  of  the  Council,  the  paper  sack 
method  of  refuse  storage  has  been  introduced  at  dv/ellings  on 
new  housing  development.  Developers  are  made  responsible 
for  the  provision  and  fixing  of  sack  holders,  and  the  Council 
provides  householders  y^rith  paper  refuse  sacks.  The  method 
y^ill  be  extended,  and  it  is  the  Council's  objective  to  secure, 
generally  throughout  the  District,  conversion  to  paper  refuse 
sacks  by  January,  1971 » 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

There  is  no  change  to  report  in  the  refuse  disposal 
arrangements  mentioned  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1964*  As 
already  reported,  additional  land  for  refuse  disposal  y/ill  be 
required  within  the  next  two  or  three  years.  The  existing 
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David  Bro'.'m  Tractor  is  nearing  the  end  of  its  serviceable  life; 
and  a replacement  vehicle  will  he  required  next  year. 

STREET  CLEAlvTSIIIG 

District  roads  are  regularly  scavenged  hy  a Lewin 
Mechanical  Sweeper,  and  hy  hand  sv/eeping,  the  more  important 
roads  being  swept  daily.  Classified  roads  are  also  cleansed 
hy  the  Council,  hy  arrangement  with  the  Essex  County  Council. 

A Lacre  Mechanical  Sweeper  has  been  ordered  as  a replacement 
for  the  Lewin  Swreepcr,  and  this  will  he  delivered  in  I966. 

Street  gullies  are  cleansed  regularly  hy  mechanical 
means,  under  contract. 

Additional  litter  bins  and  baskets,  of  an  improved 
typo,  have  been  provided  on  promenades. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIEITCES 

A new  block  of  conveniences  has  been  completed  in 
Mill  Lane,  and  preliminary  consideration  is  being  given  to  the 
provision  of  additional  public  lavatories  on  a new  promenade 
v/hich  is  being  constructed  between  Printon-on-Sea  and  Ualton- 
on-IIazc . 


Free  hand-washing  facilities,  comprising  basin,  cold 
water,  soap  and  paper  tov/cls,  have  now  been  extended  to 
include  all  I5  public  conveniences  in  the  District. 
Consideration  has  been  deferred  for  the  time  being  to  the 
installation  of  electrically-operated  warm-air  hand-dryers,  in 
replacement  of  paper  towels. 

It  is  expected  that  improved  sign-posting 
arrangements  to  public  conveniences  throughout  the  District, 
v/ill  be  arranged  during  I966.
